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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 7-9, 10, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mizuno et al. (USPN 6,380,798). Mizuno et al. disclose, in Fig. 1, a circuit comprising: "a 
master controller (DC1, of Fig. 2, providing signal 103) operating responsive to an operation 
value VDDB1)"; "a dynamic voltage supplier (101)"; "an adaptive body biaser (102)"; and "a 
plurality of computing devices (100)", all connected and operating similarly as recited by 
Applicant. 

Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the above rejection and has not 
found them to be persuasive. Element 100 of Mizuno et al. discloses a P-channel element and an 
N-channel element. As is notoriously well known, P-channel and N-chartnel transistors do not 
have the same threshold voltage. 

Examiner also points outs that Applicant's remarks are incorrect in that the claims no 
longer do "not expressly state that 'each of the computing devices' has a respective threshold 
voltage' or that the voltages are different". The claims state that "each of the computing 
devices" has "one of a plurality of different threshold voltages". Clearly, if, for example, there 
are three "different threshold voltages" and "each" of them has a first of the three "threshold 
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voltages", then it is seen that each has "one" of the "plurality". Nowhere does the cited phrase 
use the term "respective". 

Claims 2-6 and 1 1-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
